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REVIEW OF 1984 


The Bendigo Amateur Soccer League 1984 season started off with some inter- 
league matches in Division One with the North East Soccer League teams, playing in 
both Bendigo & Shepparton; with Lemnos beating College in the final. The lower divi- 
sions played a domestic competition for their respective League Cups. Echuca City 
won the Division Two Cup with Cohuna being runners-up. Strathdale edged out Colts 
United in the Third Division. 

Although looking a one-sided season in the Colts United favour, all divisions had 
their moments with both second & especially the Third Division a very tight competi- 
tion.. 

The “Year of the Colt” was certainly evident during the BASL’s 1984 season, when 
the Colts United Club, virtually made a clean sweep of the season’s awards. In team 
and individual awards they dominated. Their 1st Division combination won their third 
consecutive championship title, with their 2nd & 3rd Division teams winning their 
respective division championship honours. 

All three combinations also won their respective “Knock-Out Cup” competitions, 
with the 1st Division side taking out the “Five-A-Side” honours. Division 2 “Five-A- 
Side” being won by Kyneton and the 3rd Division by Maryborough. Castlemaine took 
the honours in the “Sportsmanship” Awards winning the 1st & 3rd Divisions, with 
Cohuna taking out the 2nd Division. 

The final team award was the “Most Improved Team” Award, Golden City of the 
1st Division, who were the only threat to the all conquering champions, Colts United. 
Golden City had come up from bottom on the 1983 championship table. 

In the individual honours, Colts United Mark O'Sullivan won his second “Best & 
Fairest” award with 22 votes, six ahead of Seymour's Ian Stevenson & Spring Gully’s 
Greg Trewhella. In Division 2, Cohuna’s goalkeeper Paul Hartley, won his divisions 
“Best & Fairest” award, five points ahead of Echuca City’s Lance Carrington. The 3rd 
Division saw Colts United, Leigh Mitchell share the honours with Maryborough’s 
Richard Buckley. Richard played in his first year for Maryborough in the 1984 season, 
represented Bendigo and also won the “B.A.S.L. Representative Player” Award. 

Of the other individual awards, Stephen Butler of Colts United, again won the 
leading goal scorer honours with two of his team mates, Michael Anderson and Mark 
O'Sullivan coming second and third respectively. The Division 2 award was won by 
the irrepressable Ron Cole of Kyneton and Leigh Mitchell won the award in Division 
3 

The final individual award, the “Young Player of the Year” was won by the talented 
Eaglehawk mid-fielder Fitz Parker. 

The “Annual President's Award” for outstanding contribution to Bendigo Soccer 
was deservedly won by the League’s Secretary, Alan Lassey and his wife, Mirjam, the 
Records Officer. 

The League’s representative side, although failing to take any honours, have begun 
to bring forward new talent into the combination with the coming years expectations 
high. Coach, Peter Hill, who has given so much to the B.A.S.L. over the past years, 
made the 1984 season his last and will always be well remembered.

South Bendigo. Bendigo affiliated with the Victorian Women’s Soccer Association for 
the first time that same year, allowing Cheryl Elvey to be selected in the State Squad. 
Chery! has represented the state many times since then, and has been selected for the 
Australian squad more than once. She has been Greensborough’s Best Player in the 


Since 1977, three teams from outside Bendigo have joined us - Seymour in 1978, 
Ballarat in 1982 and Sunbury in 1984. The standard of play has slowly continued to 
improve over the years, and we are now seeing some very constructive coaching from 
some men’s clubs as they begin to accept Women’s Soccer as a serious sport. Both 
Kaye Maher and Janice Wells have been selected in the State Squad, in 1982 and 
1984 respectively. 

Bendigo have continued to enter the Melbourne 5-a-side competition each year, 
and under the leadership of Cheryl Elvey have acquitted themselves well. Although 
we did not make the finals in 1984, we did have two teams in the semi-finals in 1984, 
we did have two teams in the semi-finals in 1983.
